Importance of City Courts. 

Importance of the Municipal courts 
is stressed in the report. Nearly all 
criminal prosecutions are commenced 
there. To these courts are brought by 
the police all lawbreakers arrested in 
the. city. 

The report shows the result of a 
survey of all felony cases started in 
the Municipal courts in 1926. Out of 
a total of 10,829 cases, 56.55 per cent, 
or more than half, were got rid of in 
Various ways with the accused escap- 
ing without punishment, the report 
states. Less than half, or 43.45 per 
cent, were held to the grand jury. 

Most of the failure in prosecution 
was by way of the “ dismissed for want 
of prosecution” route, which the re- 
port describes as the favorite fixing

F WE can keep the infantile paralysis 
rate down until the middle of Sep- 


lence of the disease. In fact, rare.y 
do we have a bad epidemic except in 
those years when the epidemic gets up 
Steam in May and is speeding fast on 
Aug. 1. We have had almost one hun- 
dred years of experience with infantile 
paralysis, and this is one of the few qual- 


Dr. E. G. Williams, the health officer 
of Virginia, is so certain that infantile 
paralysis is a filth disease that he 


fights typhoid fever. In the ‘iomes where 


there are cases he insists upon disinfec- | 


tion of the excreta. These are handled 
Just as they are in a case of typhoid 
fever. Flies are kept away from the pa- 
dient ahd his excreta. The food supply, 
and particularly the milk and water, are 
watched. 

He bases his policy.on a study of in- 
fantile paralysis madé principally in Vir- 
ginia. It prevails during the hoid 
seasen. It stops at the end of ty- 
phoid season. It is most prevalent in 


prevalent. There is most infantile pa- 


fewest sewers, where the water is bad 
and where flies are most abundant. He 
quotes Dr. McCorma¢k as saying that 
he found flies thick in those sections of 
New York City where the great epidemic 
of 1916 prevailed. Whether or not Dr. 
Williams is right, efforts to protect the 
family against infantile paralysis by 
fighting flies ahd by extra efforts at 
cleanliness will do no harm and may 
save the day,

In the writing of these inadequate 
lines about last evening’s ‘“‘ Musica] Me- 
lange”’ from W-G-N, 8 to 9, I would 


feel blue and discouraged were it not 
that this is a wetkly Friday night 
feature. Fortunately, as with many 
great works of art, this feature sprang 
into- full maturity at its first concert. 
There has been material change 
of form since. Therefore a review of 
last evening’s concert may be taken 
as suggestive of the treats in store 
next week, and let’s hope. permanently, 
for the lovers of the best in music.

The orchestral prelude, so to speak, 
was a repetition of that classic gem, 
Bach’s suite in D—the one containing 
the familiar arranged Air for G string.

In repetition also were the 
playing by the orchestra of the “‘Turk- 
ish March,” as written by Beethoven 
and that of the same name by Mo- 
zart. In repeat, also, was Popper’s 
now familiar, “ Gavotte,” arranged for 
flute, clarinet, oboe, and cello. 

The male chorus of twelve voices 
was perhaps singing its best in ‘“‘Deep 
River.” The concert orchestra was 
under the direction of Gaston du Mou- 
lin, whom we have learned to look to 
as a very capable director of programs 
of a high order. 

The Concert bureau broadcast from 
New York, through W-G-N, 9 to 10, 
was high-class, true to strict concert 
form, the announcer giving the fo- 
reign pronunciation for the selections, 
and all that. There was, however, a 
lack of life, warmth, and informality, 
especially coming as it did after the 
exceptional W-G-N studio concert. 

I found the W-G-N concert orches- 
tra’s 10:30 to 11 program high class 
beyond expectations. Gilda La Tille, 
soprano ard the special soloist, has a 
naturally gifted voice, ghod in quality 
and in tone.

A windfall about 
ten feet from our tent has been lev- 
eled off with the ax to make a table, 
we have cleared off the brush from @ 
high piece of ground for our little 
green tent, supplies are under a tar- 
Paulin because skies are threatening 
and a hastily improvised camp crane 
has been erected, with three small 
balsam logs for back logs. If the 
porcupines and the skunks leave our 
food supplies alone, we will be O. K. 

There are trout in the Little Carp, 
but right here there is just water 
enough for small fish. We put on our 
waders and rigged up tackle late this 
afternoon for a whirl at this stream, 
which is a little beauty, with riffles 
and pools galore. But nary a keeper 
trout could we locate.
